The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's remarks 
have been relied upon in reconsideration of the claims based on the recent amendment. 
Additionally, the Examiner notes that Inaba's toner having the noted wax is designed to prevent 
offset and give good low temperature fixing (col. 2, 1. 29-32). These features would not be of 
concern in Horikoshi where flash fixing is performed because there would not be contact of a 
fixing member to give offset in a flash fixing process. Consequently, the artisan would not look 
to Inaba for a disclosure of a wax for the primary Horikoshi reference because the methods of 
fixing are substantially different between the primary and supporting references.
